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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3 to 6, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Saito et al (6,218,212). 

The Saito et al reference teaches a method and device for deposition of 
semiconductors, note entire reference. The apparatus consists of a growth chamber, 
which has contains substrates. The growth chamber is heated by heaters on top and 
on the bottom. There is up stream from the growth chamber, a mixing chamber for 
mixing of the precursor gases. There are threes different inlets of the gases. The inlets 
are arranging in the chamber from top to bottom, with each atop of the other, note 
figures. The apparatus of the Saito et al reference is clearly capable of using the 
claimed gases. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 7, 8 and 11 to 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Saito et al. 

The Saito et al reference is relied on for the same reasons as stated, supra, and 
differs from the instant claims in the height and substrates. However, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to determine through routine 
experimentation the optimum, operable heights and substrate placements and numbers 
in the Saito et al reference in order to ensure proper mixing of the gases and uniform 
deposition. 

Claims 2 and 16 to 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Saito et al in view of Kaeppeler (Ger 10247921) 

The Saito et al reference is relied on for the same reasons as stated, supra, and 
differs from instant claims in the deposition method. However, the Kaeppeler reference 
teaches hydride chemical vapor deposition methods, using the claimed hydrides, note 
abs. It would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art to modify the Saito et al 
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method by the teachings of the Kaeppeler reference to grow using hydrides in order to 
lower deposition temperatures increasing uniformity. 

Response to Applicants' Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 5, 2009 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants' argument concerning Saito reference is noted. However, the device 
claims are not limited in scope to the exact gas. The exact gas used is the use or 
process done in the apparatus and not the apparatus itself. The prior art apparatus 
must merely be capable of performing the claimed limitations. Clearly, the apparatus of 
the Saito reference is capable of using hydride gas and flowing the gas in the manner 
claimed. 

Applicants' argument concerning the Kaeppeler reference has been considered 
and not deemed persuasive. The reference does teach that the hydrides do have 
pluses over metal organics. The reference further shows substituting the gases. It 
would have been well within the skill of the art to use hydrides in Saito as sugge4sted 
by Kaeppeler in order to create a more uniform layer.
